Tuesday’s election almost cer- 
tainly will witness the political 
demise of the stuffy Old Guard 

Republican type.

signs of muscular flabbiness in 
the Old Guard at the conventions 
which nominated Wendell Willkie 
and Thomas Dewey. For a time 
the stubborn integrity of the late 
Robert A. Taft restored some of 
the old fire and much of the old 
arrogance, It was enough to win 
the early rounds of the 1952 slug- 
ging match in the Chicago stock- 
yards. But in the end, the Old 
Guard was kayoed. 


There was still Taft. Nominee 
Eisenhower had to make peace 
with him. And as long as Bob 
Taft lived the Republican Old 
Guard had perhaps an austere 
haughtiness but it also possessed 
direction and purpose. When the 
tall, stolid Ohioan died, those who 
had accepted his leadership were 
left to their own devices. 


They became little more than 
common scolds and wilfull, almost 
childish obstructionists. The hard 
core of the Old Guard did not 
hesitate to oppose the administra- 
tion policy. If it ever believed in 
the 1956 platform it changed its 
mind. It was, and is, somewhat 
con of President Eisen- 
hower. Its leaders were quick to 
defy, and on occasion, betray 
their leader. The man who had 
brought them back from long 
years of wandering in the wilder- 
ness meant nothing to them if he 
would not accept their political 
dogma.

Hidden Struggle 


Not until certain memoirs are 
written will we know how much 
of the Eisenhower administration's 
indecision and reversals of policy 
were due to the desperate, hidden 
struggle to resolve the arrogant 
opposition of the Old Guard 
leadership. 


The defect of irresolution, gen- 
erally regarded as the most se- 
rious White House flaw, might 
well have stemmed from the in- 
ability to act save after major 
compromise with this un- 
compromising opposition.

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How Many Shocks 
Must We Endure? 


The Fulton County Grand Jury pre- 
sentments, issued Friday, were concerned 
primarily with a shocking state of affairs 
investigators have found in the State Rev- 
enue Department. ‘ 

Reading the charges of embezzlement 
of at least $100,000, of unbelievable laxi- 
ties in record keeping, of sales tax bills 
paid in cash with no receipts, and of 
cheating on merit system examinations 
is enough to make every taxpayer retch. 

Let it be noted and noted well that 
these presentments are not the work of 
the newspapers. They are based on care- 
ful investigation by conscientious law en- 
forcement officials who have dug into 
the facts. 

The present revenue commissioner, T. 
V. Williams Sr., cannot escape responsi- 
bility for this incredible situation, His 
administration of the department has 
been such that the jury and all Georgia 
taxpayers have lost confidence in the 
department setup itself. 

This loss of confidence is reflected in 
the recommendation that no one man 
exercise such absolute control over the 
liquor industry and that a board be set 
up to police it. This dictatorship lends it- 
self to all kinds of abuses, giving the 
commissioner arbitrary power to force 
compliance to whatever his will might 
be. This opportunity for such activities 
must be ended. 

But what about the sales tax scandals? 
Is Mr. Williams no less responsible for 
these? 

Payments of large sums in cash to 
sales tax officials without issuance of a 
receipt, acceptance of unsigned returns 
and alleged falsification of records does 
indeed render it quite “doubtful that the 
tax officials receiving payment would pay 
the money into the revenue department.” 

The grand jury would end such prac- 
tices by law. Only if this is done can 
Georgians feel comfortable ever again 
when paying their sales taxes. 

In view of the disclosures, an item 
by item check of sales tax records is 
the least which can be done. The General 
Assembly should authorize such an audit. 

In the meantime, T. V. Williams Sr. 
is still revenue commissioner. He still 
possesses the same authority. In view of 
what is known, unless he is willing to 
resign, he should be removed from office. 

Mr. Williams is a member of Gov. 
Griffin’s official family and was appoint- 
ed to office by him. The governor has 
final responsibility. He must answer to 
Georgia taxpayers and to Georgia voters 
should he ever seek office again. 

The Fulton Grand Jury has made a 
start. But the entire state is due an even 
more thorough and detailed study of this 
odorous mess.

Will the State’s Voters 
Approve More Taxes? 


As voters prepare to go to the polls 
tomorrow to vote on amendments and to 
approve their choices in the Democratic 
primary, attention again should be called 
to amendments of statewide application. 

Of the first 16 amendments, three 
would pave the way for additional taxes 
from the pockets of all Georgians. 

Amendment No. 12 would authorize 
the state to levy taxes to pay retirement 
benefits and costs of administration of 
such benefits to all peace officers of the 
state. It would thus enable the Legisla- 
ture to levy statewide taxes to pay pen- 
sions and costs of administration of same 
of all local peace officers in every county 
of Georgia. 

Amendment No. 14 would extend the 
power of taxation over the whole state 
for school lunch purposes. Thus another 
local function would be shifted to the 
State Treasury and all taxpayers. 

Amendment No. 15, similar to 
Amendment No. 12, would authorize the 
state to levy taxes to pay pensions to 
all county ordinaries upon their retire- 
ment. These elected local officials would 
be another group asking the state to take 
over a local function. 

If local communities want to set up 
pension plans for employes as many lave 
done, it should be permitted at their dis- 
cretion. But to ask all citizens to under- 
write pension plans for every local public 
official would amount to adding merely 
another burden upon the already weary 
taxpaying Georgian.

Smiddy, vice president of the General 
Electric Co., of New York, which has 
done much work in the field ofgnuclear 
power. 


Leaders from business, government 
and educational institutions from 
throughout the South will participate in 
the conference. They will explore the 
South’s needs in education for this new 
age. Georgia, of course, is participating in 
the very active Regional Council on 
Atomic Energy, a group already making 
great contributions. 


The Georgia Nuclear Advisory Com- 
mission, set up by Gov. Griffin and head- 
ed by Atlanta businessman Frank H. 
Neely, has laid the groundwork for much 
progress. Gov. Griffin has shown fore- 
sight in cooperating with the University 
System in the nuclear reactor program 
at Georgia Tech and with the splendid 
Science Center at the University in Ath- 
ens. These will be in use in the near 
future. 


The Constitution congratulates the 
governor and the commission on their in- 
itiative in bringing this conference to 
Atlanta and Georgia..

Dick Nixon’s Cast 
In Role of Villain 


WASHINGTON—Curiously bittersweet - lega- 
cies have come to Vice President Richard M. , 
Nixon from his vast exertions in the congres- 


sional election campaign. He has so consolidated himself with the 
organizational Republicans that he is the undoubted head today of 
the GOP, in the place of President Eisenhower. 


But Nixon has also hardened— 
or rather circumstances have 
hardened — a public view of him- 
self as a bitterly qjvisive poli- 
tician that already had beet rath- 
er widely held. 

The first of his new inher- 
itances — the practical accep- 
tance of him throughout the par- 
ty structure as ‘‘the Boss,’”’ two 
years before President Eisenhow- 
er is officially to bow out — is 
logical and only fair. It was Nix- 
on who, for better or worse, real- 
ly directed the Republican cam- 
paign; it was Nixon who took the 
pressure and the heat. 

The second inheritance — the 
deepened image of the vice presi- 
dent as only a dark and scowling 
guerrilla fighter — is not logical 
and not fair in the view of this 
columnist, who is no uncritical 
Nixon admirer and never was. 

The truth is that Nixon was a 
world away from the Nixon of 
the 1954 congressional campaign. 
Then, he repeatedly dropped in- 
nuendoes suggesting that a very 
large part of the Democratic Par- 
ty had a doubtful patriotism. 

This time, however, he said 
nothing remotely of this sort. 
Rather, he went out of his way to 
declare that there was no ‘“‘par- 
ty of treason’’ save for the Com- 
munists. Indeed — and here is 
the great irony — his reported 
words were not any sharper than 
those of the President himself. 
And in some important instances 
they were not even as sharp. 

Nixon in 1954 was doing what 
the President did not care per- 
sonally to do — fighting for a Re- 
publican Congress in behalf of the 
President's administration. It 
has been generally forgotten, but

Sins of Omission 


Count Heavily, Too 


A number of years ago I read a sermon which 


the President knew what was in 
those Nixon speeches then. And 
repeatedly and unreservedly he 
praised Nixon for them. 

In 1958 the President himself 
was doing what Nixon was do- 
ing — and saying words at least 
as harsh. Nixon, however, is the 
sole villain of those who, because 
of outraged partisan feeling or in 
simple distaste, disliked this 
year’s GOP. tactics. 

There are these  considera- 
tions: 

In 1954 at least Nixon was work- 
ing far more for President Eisen- 
hower than for himself — and 
indeed he would have been this 
time had the President chosen to 
exercise his own traditional par- 
ty leadership rather than hand it 
over to his junior. 

The President was quite con- 
tent to accept both the methods 
and the results of the Nixon cam- 
paigns — in both years. 

And — arguably at least — it 
surely would seem to be as bad to 
say harsh things and not mean 
them as to say them and mean 
them. Nothing measurable can ex- 
plain that words which are entire- 
ly permissible for the President 
are entirely impermissible for the 
vice president. 

The only answer to the riddle 
seems to be this: Nixon has be- 
come a cliche-figure to the Dem- 
ocratic and allied opposition just 
as Harry S. Truman was to. the 
Republican and allied opposition. 

When the Republicans seek to 
put a name to reckless extremism 
they automatically cry ‘Tru, 
man.”’ And when the Democrats 
seek the same they automatically 
cry ‘“‘Nixon,”’

Back 
inthe second century Marcus 
Aurelius, a Roman emperor, said 
that there were sins of omission 
as well as sins of commission. 
We Christians try hard to purge 
from our lives those sins which 
are described in the Bible as be- 
ing against the will of God. But 
merely to keep the command- 
ments may not be enough. 

In the 25th chapter of Matthew 
Jesus gives a vision of the Last 
Judgment when God, the great

The salary is | 
to be $22,000—equal to those of | 
the service secretaries. | 


Authoritative sources made 
clear today that no one of suit- 
able stature desires the post. One 
of the reasons, it is said, is that 
the job sounds important but its 
holder would be helplessly en- | 
tangled in duties and authority 
with other science jobs. |

Is there a twilight of parent- 
hood in the United States? 


Many feared so back in the 
depression-ridden 1930s. Many 
young couples then postponed 
marriage. Those that did marry 
postponed having children or 
else had small families. The 
result was that in 1933 only 18.4 
babies were born per 1,000 pop- 
ulation, the lowest birth rate 
the country had ever experi- 
enced and a far cry from the 
55 per 1,000 in 1800 when Amer- 
ica was young. 


IDEAL FAMILY? 


Sociologists talked of race 
suicide. The ideal family, pre- 
sumably to perpetuate the spe- 
cies, became one boy, one girl. 
The only (and lonely) child 
came into being, candidate for a 
psychiatrist’s couch. Parents, 
lacking the experience which 
comes from one in the arms 
and two or three underfoot, be- 
came unsure. 


It is no news to any one that 
this is not true today. The baby 
boom which began in the early 
1940s surged to a peak of 26.6 
births per 1,000 population by 
1947 and has held that peak. 


MODERATE-SIZE FAMILY 


Everywhere you turn you see 
young couples having three, 
four, five, and six children, 
many on the premise of the 
more the merrier, many to com- 
pensate for their own lonely 
childhoods. 


Is the large family truly com- 
ing back? If by large, you 
mean the average family of 
1910, which had five children, 
With nearly half the families 
have five or more, the answer 
is no. Dr. Clyde V. Kiser, noted 
population expert, finds no in- 
dication of a return to 1910. 

The moderate sized family, 
however, is clearly now in 
vogue, Dr. Kiser writes in Child 
Study. The tendency for cou- 
ples to marry early and have 
three or four children is great- 
er than a generation ago. “A 
resurgence of the strength and 
vitality of the American fami- 
ly,” he interprets it.

This income would 
most likely come to you as 
monthly payments and would be 
called a pension. 


COMPANY, UNION PLANS 


There are literally hundreds 
of company and union pension 
plans. In some, you and your 
employer contribute to the fund 
in equal amounts. In others, 
the employer contributes more 
than you do, and in still others, 
he contributes less. The amount 
you have in the pension fund 
when you retire may depend 
on how long you’ve worked for 
the firm, as well as the salary 
you earned. In most cases your 
contribution to the fund and the 
arrangements for the pension 
are fairly automatic. 


THE DO-IT-YOURSELF PLAN 


But the annuity is a different 
story. You have to arrange 
such a plan yourself, in the 
form of a contract which you 
make with a life insurance com- 
pany. In the contract you agree 
to pay the company a certain 


' gum, and in exchange the com- 


pany agrees to pay you a speci- 
fied income for the rest of your 
life. 

There are two ways you can 
pay for such a contract. The 
first, called a “retirement an- 
nuity,”” is a plan in which you 
pay annual premiums for a 
number of years im advance. 
In the second plan, called an 
“immediate annuity,” you pay 
a single lump sum at the time 
you want the income to start. 


Most insurance companies 
will let you turn your life in- 
surance .policies into annuities 
when you retire, and you then 
collect the cash value of the 
policy as an income guaranteed 
for life instead of as a lump 
sum. 


NEW PLAN GOOD 


There is also a new kind of 
annuity called a variable an- 
nuity. Instead of a fixed num- 
ber of dollars each month guar- 
anteed by the conventional an- 
nuity, your payment under the 
new plan purchases a certain 
number of “units.” The com- 
pany takes the money you and 
others have paid and invests 
it primarily in common stocks. 
The value of each unit will then 
vary from month to month, with 
the variations in values and 
earnings of the stock fund. So 
even though payments are 
scheduled to continue for life, 
the size of a payment can in- 
crease or decrease.

Know Your County 
DeKalb Is No. 2 in State 
With 222,000 Population 


DeKalb County, in north central Georgia, was created in 1822 
from Henry, Fayette and Gwinnett counties, ranking 56th in order 
of creation. It was named for Baron Johann DeKalb, a German 
who served as a major general in the Continental Army. Decatur, 
the county seat, was named for Commodore Stephen Decatur, who 
defeated the Barbary pirates at Tripoli in 1804. 


Originally, DeKalb included most of what is now Fulton Coun- 
ty and Atlanta was in DeKalb until 1853. A writer of 1913 noted: 


“The little town of Decatur has always preferred 
instill culture to commerce and kept railroads a mile 
from the courthouse while Atlanta, on the other 
hand... greeted the swarthy stranger with 
open arms.”’ 


However, in recent years, DeKalb has been 
fighting to attract new industry in an effort to 
become more than just a “bedroom” for Atlanta. 


DeKalb is the home of four noted educational institutions: 
Emory University, Agnes Scott College, Oglethorpe University and 
Columbia Theological Seminary. 


Stone Mountain (once called New Gibraltar), the largest ex- 
posed mass of granite in the world, is in DeKalb. On its north 
face is an incompleted giant carving of Gen. Lee, Gen. Jackson 
and Jefferson Davis. The mountain is owned by the state and is 
to be developed as a park. Fourteen miles south is “Little Stone 
Mountain” that, while not as large, closely resembles the big 
mountain.
